APPOINTING 
DELEGATES. 


. 
It is regretable that, after the severe experience handed 
out to the republicans of California two years ago, some 
county central committees are resolved this year to repeat 
the blunder of appointing delegates to the coming state con­ 
vention. 
T his action is all the more noticeable from the 
fact that these county bodies are left without the shadow of 
an excuse for so doing. 
In the last campaign they were able 
to plead that the call of the state committee gave them au­ 
thority for such usurpation of power—a miserable pretext at 
best. 
This year, however, no doubt put wise by the repudia­ 
tion of this policy by one-third of the party voters through­ 
out the state, the state committee has recommended that dele­ 
gates be selected directly by the party voters, and has even 
gone further than this by recommending that at the primary 
elections each voter be given an opportunity to express his 
preference for presidential candidate. This latter proposition, 
if faithfully carried out, would be equal to instructions to 
the delegates how to vote on the presidential issue in the 
state convention. 
It simply serves to show how careful the 
body is on the eve of a national campaign not to afford 
grounds for offense by anything that might be construed as 
the exercise of arbitrary power. 
They have discovered by a 
bitter experience that it doesn’t pay from a party standpoint 
to repudiate those who are expected to furnish the ballots in 
sufficient quantities to elect the ticket when the decisive day 
arrives. 
How, under these conditions, a county committee 
should attempt to appoint delegates we are a loss to under­ 
stand on any theory of true party allegiance. 
And yet it is 
being done in a number of the interior counties. 
The obtruding into the field of the Lincolu-Roosevelt Re­ 
publican League has brought on a factional fight within the 
party ranks. 
The coupling of the name of the great emanci­ 
pator with that of the present occupant of the white house 
was evidently designed for stage-play effect, a magnet to at­ 
tract voters to its standard. 
T he characters of the martyred 
and the living president have little in common to justify such 
a linking of their names. The objects of the league are many, 
and therein, perhaps, lies its weakness. 
It aims to do away 
with machine politics, with trading delegations in party con­ 
ventions, with unauthorized exercise of authority by state 
and county committees. 
These are commendable steps in 
the direction of reform, and will command the approval of the 
masses of republicans. But there is a lurking suspicion that 
selfish motives are hidden behind the agitation; that the ul­ 
timate object is merely the dethroning of one set of bosses for 
the purpose of settingup another and may-be more objec­ 
tionable set. 
One of the avowed purposes of the movement 
is to secure the election of delegates to the national conven­ 
tion who are favorable to Taft or some other candidate com­ 
mitted to the carrying out of the Roosevelt policies. 
This 
raises a suspicion that the scheme is floated with the main 
object of boosting the administration candidate for president. 
There are other earmarks that tend to shake confidence in 
the so-called reform program. 
The Ledger has consistently advocated the sending of un­ 
pledged delegates to political conventions. 
We have the ut­ 
most faith in the sound judgment of republican voters when 
left entirely free in the exercise of discretionary power. 
We 
have little faith in the average politician,whose party fealty is 
subordinated to his own personal ambitions. 
Individual am­ 
bitious canuot be eliminated from the political field. They 
always have been, and doubtless always will be, a potent fac­ 
tor in the shaping of party action. 
At the same time they 
must, in order to achieve the best results, be made subser 
vient to the interests of the party as a whole. Just now the 
peculiar situation is presented of the republican state com­ 
mittee urging on broad lines that all vital matters be referred 
to the rank and file for settlement. 
On the other hand one 
wing, while contending for essential principles, is at the 
same time engaged in trying to tie up the California delega­ 
tion to the presidential candidate who is backed by the power 
of the national administration, and apparently mainly be­ 
cause of such backing. In other words, state machine politics 
should be downed, and national machine domination should 
be favored in its stead. 
A funny situation to say the least.

Descriptive Article 


Amador county comprises an broa of 
",4fc square miles. It lies on the wes­ 
tern «lope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
rind embraces within its territory all 
the diversity of viilloy, foothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
Climate.—The climate of the popu­ 
lous portions of the county Is as gonial 
and healthful asean he found anywhere 
In California. As climate is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in attracting population, Amador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. It should, and. no doubt will in 
time, when Its climatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
but for the residents of other parts of 
California. The temperature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below HO 
degrees above zero in winter, and us 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum­ 
mer. Snow seldom falls in the settled 
districts, and never remains on tho 
ground for more than a few hours. Of 
course, in the high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
beavy—which is characteristic of tho 
entire Sierra Nevada range. Tho sum­ 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; .permitting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. Fogs aro rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorms are 
infrequent. 
Gold Mining.—The county, although 
rich in othor sources of wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her quartz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines In America are lo­ 
cated here. The Kennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
2000 feet below tho surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to tho world's 
supply of tho precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about two million dollars annually. 
Nearly all of this wealth is produced by 
eight or ten mines operating on what 
is called the “mother lode.” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance of twenty 
miles. The mines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em­ 
ployment for over 1000 miners. This 
industry is still In its infancy. The 
unexplored territory, even along tho 
main gold belt, is far in excess of tho 
ground that has actually been worked 
or prospected. The county offers to­ 
day one of tho most inviting fields to 
be found anywhere in the world for the 
investment of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
the mother lode, but also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country of the 
east belt, some tenor-twelve miles from 
the main lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de­ 
posits of pottery, coal, marbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, anil soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
Agricultural Capabilities. — The agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
tne mineral riches. The valley lands 
will produce anything that can be 
grown in the most favored sections. 
In tho foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
i- practicable along tho numerous water 
courses. Furtherupin the mountains, 
at an altitude of 2000 to 2500 feet, the 
soil is admirably adapted for apples 
and potatoes. A ready market for 
many times the quantity now raised of 
these commodities can be found lin the 
various mining towns. 
Grape culture and winem aking are 
becoming important industrios, both 
th e grapes and wine commanding a 
bettor price than (the product of the 
lowland. 
. 
Land Is cheap compared with other 
California lands. Improved farms may 
be secured for one-fourth the price 
current In some places. 
Unimproved 
lauds cun be had frotn $5 to $10 per 
acre. 11 does not require a fortune to 
buy a small ranch. There is room for 
a large addition to our agriculural pop­ 
ulation. Vast tracts now devoted to 
cattle runges might be made the homes 
of hundreds of prosperous farmers. 
Amador has a population of less than 
12000. Three fourths of this is concen­ 
trated in a strip of three miles above 
and below the mineral belt. 
Jackson, the county seat, has about 
2500 inhabitants, and ¡sun incorporated 
city ol the sixth class. Other towns 
are Sutter Creek, Amador City, Dry- 
towD, Plymouth, Volcano, Pino Grove 
aud Olotu. lone City is the metropolis 
of tho valley section, a thriving town 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
Tho community is law-abiding. Edu­ 
cational facilities are excellent. 
A 
school house is within easy roach of 
nearly every family. There is one high 
school, located at lone. 
Tho assessment roll for 1007 is$5.- 
800,700, and the tax rate for both state 
and county purposes $2 on the $100. 
The Southern Pacific has a branch 
railroad running to lone. 
From this 
point the lone and Eastern railroad ex­ 
tends 14 miles furiher to the mining 
suction. 
Tho various religious denominations 
and fraternal organizations aro well 
represented. 
The power plunt of the Standard 
Electric Go—one of tho largcit in the 
world—Islooatcd four miles from Jack­ 
son.

Senator Jnnnthnn Bonruo, jr., of 
Oregon, the originnl second elective 
term man. is growing happier every 
day, tiecanso he professes to seo a 
development ot his Idea all over the 
country. 
Moro insistent, pressure is being 
brought to hour every day on presi­ 
dent Koosevolt to change his mind 
about another term. Politicians from 
all over the country are going to him, 
pleading that hr; permit himsell' to 
be named ngniu. 
I heir reason is 
given as fear for the success of the 
republican ticket if Taft is nomin­ 
ated. Clouds are gathering on the 
horizon of the Taft boom every day, 
and they are worrying the managers 
ot (hat, expensive campaign, which is 
said to have cost more than 8500,000 
up to date. 
In many states, tho negroes hold 
tho balance of power, and tho labor 
vote íh being lined up solidly against 
the secrenary. 
lu many states, whom 
oloctious are close, the state tickets 
have been named, and the nominees 
of the republican party want a man 
at the head of the ticket who will be 
sure to carry them through tosuccess. 
In the past week there have been 
three distinct aud important protests 
made against the Taft candidacy, and 
they are certainly worth considera­ 
tion at tho bauds ot partisans who 
want tho ticket to suocoesd next 
November. 
In tho first place, the 
negroes enraged at tho treatment 
accorded them by federal office hold­ 
ing bosses in the South, managed by

In the second place, president

candidacy, aud declares tho opposi­ 
tion, universal 
in tho ranks of 
organized labor, 
is' not based on 
politics, but that; it is trom union 
meu. Mass m eetings are to ho held 
in every city in the country to carry 
out the protest.

The third important development 
of the week was the issuance nl a 
letter by former senator Chandler, 
calling on the country to support the 
LaFollette candidacy. 
Ho bases his 
argument on the ground ttiat the acts 
of the administration have nullified 
tho past good work, and says there is 
coliqsiou between the administration 
and tho “ interests” in consideration 
whereof support is throw to i'aft. 
These protests are all from republi­ 
cans, aud 
they have resulted in 
bringing the Taft boom to a stand 
still. 
All 
one cau hear now in 
Washington is the question: “ Will it 
become necessary to draft Koosevolt 
again to save the republican ticket at 
the polls?” 
That tue president’s numo is being 
used in tho South in eases where he 
kuowns nothing about it is pretty 
generally 
believed in Washington, 
and the charge is made by the friends 
of other candidates that the Taft 
managers have availed themselves of 
opportunities of all suits. 
President 
Koosevelt is beliovcd to have been on 
the point of investigating, so as to 
call a halt, but has not done so. 
Vice-president Fairbanks’ class has 
j beeu eutered by senator ltuox, ot 
j Pennsylvania. 
For several weeks, 
i the vice-president was tbo only presi 
dontial candidate who had the un­ 
qualified bucking of bis state. 
No 
¡attempt was made to invado his state 
by the Taft forces, although an effort 
was made by theai to get delegates in 
the Keystone state, unsuccessfully, 
however. 
Charles Heruley, former state chair­ 
man of ludiauu, was a caller at the 
White House recently, aud told the 
president that the Indiana delegation 
would never 
stop until they hud 
nominated their man. 
“ 1 told the 
president,” be said after the visit, 
“ that lie had entirely misjudged tho 
situutiou 
throughout 
the 
entire 
country, aud 
that Tuft cuunut be 
uumiuated. 
1 am firmly convinced 1 
urn right iu this matter, because 1 be­ 
lieve the party would make a mistake 
iu putting ut the heud of the ticket a 
man who would iuvite opposition 
from the negro and labor vote. 
“ i'ne vice president is the man who 
should lie president. 
Hu hus been 
misunderstood to some extent, but it

performed. 
Even when a dispensa­ 
tion has been obtained the marriage, 
in order to he valid, must he per­ 
formed by a priest having such juris­ 
diction. 
The limitation of the juris­ 
diction of priests iu this respect is 
one of the chief clauses in the papal 
dooumeut. 
In plain worde, no priest 
can go into another city, 
town, or 
village uml perform a marriage cere­ 
mony validly unless he has first re­ 
ceived authorization from the epis­ 
copal authorities or their adminis­ 
trators. 
The only exception to this

IT 
MAKES ALL T H E DIFFERENCE. 


We publish in another column an article from the Amador 
Record emanating from the Jackson correspondent of that 
paper. 
W e reprint it not because of any merit attaching to 
the communication, either in sentiment or language; neither 
because of its demerit, which m ust be self-evident to the most 
casual observer. 
We can afford to ignore the fact that the 
writer seems to be suffering from a severe attack of Webb-on- 
the-brain, a disease that has been prevalent around the court 
house for, lo, these many years, and which has assumed a 
particularly virulent form of late years. 
It is of course need­ 
less to say that the monomaniac literature emanates from 
that democracy-infested quarter. 
The disease has become 
chronic, and there is reason to fear that it will result in a 
permanent fracture of the young man’s intellect. 
W e say 
‘young m an,’ because we cannot conceive of other than youth­ 
ful folly being responsible for abuse founded mainly on the 
tendency of human nature to grow older instead of younger. 
The editor of the Ledger cares nothing for this crusade of 
scurrility, engineered by the hidden hands of those in au­ 
thority. 
H e is losing no sleep on that account, and the pro­ 
cess of whitening hairs has not been hastened one whit by 
these ever-recurring exhibitions of party venom. 
H e has 
the utmost faith in the soundness of the bodv politic as a 
whole, scarred though it be in spots by individual degeneracy. 
He has lived long enough to know that there are some men 
whose good opinion is not worth having— whose censure and 
villificatiou is the highest compliment they can pay to honest 
endeavor. 
The featui'e of the creed that we desire to direct attention 
to is the sp irit displayed in the effort to ridicule the idea of 
economy in the management of county affairs. 
T his is the 
one significant fact that appeals to every voter and taxpayer 
in Amador county— in official circles the notion of exercisiug 
economy in pubic business is pooli-poohed to the lim it. 
It 
has been a busy time in the collector’s office lately. Property 
owners have been called upon to pay the final instalm ent of 
state and county taxes. 
They alone realize the weight of the 
hand placed upon their industry by these exactions for the 
protection afforded them by government. 
As good citizens 
they cheerfully contribute of their hard earnings all that is 
necessary to support the local government on a scrupulously 
economical basis. 
They know that frugality— which means 
good management— is the one thiug needful to success in any 
branch of business. 
This is no new rule: it is as old as the 
human race; its practice or otherwise makes all the difference 
between a competency and a sheriff’s sale. 
It is moreover 
notorious that while the county has b?en at a standstill in 
Avealth and population, the demands upon the taxpayers for 
the maintenance of the governmental machinery have been 
growing more burdensome with the passing years. T h e y are 
clamoring to know the why and wherefore of this ever-gath­ 
ering burden. And the answer to their wail of distress comes 
in tones of mockery direct from the tax-eating class 
that 
the talk about economy is a hum bug— “ the vaporings of a 
disgruntled and dyspeptic old man in his dotage.” 
T h is 
is the spirit of the gang in control, and who want to keep in 
possession of their big-pay-for-little-work jobs. 
T his play of 
indifference means that they are enjoying the situation, and 
don’t propose to bother themselves concerning matters of 
economy. 
T h is stand dovetails with what occurred before 
the board of supervisors at their last meeting. 
The prin ting 
rates were up for discussion and determination. 
The board 
manifested a disposition to protect the taxpayers from extor­ 
tion, and the rates they did fin ally establish show that for 
long years the county has been paying in one instance over 
three times as much as a reasonable profit would permit, and 
in nearly a ll cases the rates were lowered from 25 to 50 per 
cent. 
In the face of this sweeping curtailment, with the 
presumption that the knife m ight be otherwise applied with 
equally saving effect, the people who have to do the paying 
act are told that economy is not wanted. 
To cap the clim ax 
while this reduction was in progress, the sheriff’s office ac­ 
tually interceded in behalf of the higher rates. 
Such an at­ 
tempt to sacrifice public weal for partisan ends we have never 
before witnessed, even in this realm of extravagant ways. 
Voters, regardless of party considerations, will do well to 
ponder over these signs of the times, and vote accordingly 
when the next opportunity presents 
.
